—Scores of townspeople, iuciudiug 
several civilian officers were under 
arrest -here today as the result of a 
night of rioting. 
The disturbance 


was so violent ai times

streets at the point of the bayonet. 


The demonstrations were designed 


to express ihe indignation of the 
townspeople at certain insulting re- 
marks recently 
made by German 


army officers. 


The trouble started at the conclu-

Soon afterwards an officer with a 
narty of r>o soldiers appeared on the 
scene. The officer ordered his men 
to load their rifles and

When the detachment was ready 


to flre, the officer stepped forward 
and commanded the crowd to dis- 
v>erse. The people at once scattered, 
bat the soldiers pursued 
them at 
double qwicfc 
and 
prodded 
them 


with their bayonets and the butts 
of their rifles. Several citizens were 
injured. 
Detachments of troops with fixed 


bayonets 
patrolled

throughout the night and remained 
on duty today.

But hotel corridors long be- 
fore the game were alive with pret- 
ty girls and representatives of the 
Army and Navy and official Wash- 
ington. President Wilson, after bid- 
ding goodby at the pier to his daugh- 
ter and son-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Francis B. Sayre, who departed for 
Europe, we.n.t 19^ the game by auto- 
mobile. 
The lineup of outstanding features 


which attend the unusual excitement 
of staging the Army and Navy foot- 
ball game in New York City todav 
for the first time in the history of 
football rivalry between the two ser- 
vice schools were epitomized as fol- 
lows:

Rural Schools for Community 


Centers. 


"Back to the soil" seems to be tbe 


new slogan and country life seems 
destined to come into its own. The 
trend for years was from country to 
city, but with better roads, automo- 
biles and io,terurban trains, this has 
changed. Accessibility has made pos- 
sible 
green 
fields and 
woodland 


spaces and all the charm and quiet of 
the country home, while keeping in 
touch with business in tile city. This 
is true however—more especially with 
the city dweller who has tired of the 
city and longs for the charm of 
the 


country, coupled with the city> con- 
veniences. 


But living conditions in 
remote 


rural districts are yet far from being 
what they should be. and their better- 
ment is the subject of such serious 
discussion by sociologists and econo- 
mists. 


Lack of social life and discontent, 


born of the monotony of the usual 
rural home, will continue to drive 
boys and girls from the farm to the 
city unless life in the farming dis- 
tricts can be made more comfortable 
and enjoyable. 


The General Federation of Women's 


Clubs is generally interested in the 
endeavor to secure 
the 
use of the 


school houses in rural districts for 
establishing School Social Centers. In 
Ohio the 
organization of the farm 


women's clubs was largely promoted 
by the encouragement and co-opera- 
tion of the Ohio Federation of Wo- 
man's clubs and they expect to work 
in conjunction with the Farm Wo- 
men's organization to secure 
better 


roads—the use of the school houses 
and the establishing of community 
centers, and in the great work "of 
making the country 
side a better. 


happier and more intellectual place 
in which to live." 


The Winston-Salem Plan of Training 


for Citizenship. 
Training boys for the obligations 


and responsibilities of citizenship has 
been undertaken in Winston-Salem, 
N. C., along rather broad and unique 
lines. 
After nearly a year's success- 


ful operation the Winston-Salem plan 
is worthy of careful consideration, 
and 
possibly of 
imitation. 
The 


principal characteristics of this plan 
are, first, co-operation between 
the 


public schools and the local board of 
trade: second, the establishment of a 
department 
of 
government 
and 


economics in the city high 
school; 


and third, the formation of a boys' 
department, or a "Juvenile Club," as 
it is called, of the board of trade. 


Work in the High School. 


At the 
beginning of the 1912-13 


school year. Supt. R. E. Latham, of 
the city schools, provided as a part 
of the high school curriculum, a. course 
in government and economics open to 
the senior students, and placed 
the 


new department under the direction 
of the secretary of the board of trade, 
who, 
with the approval of the board, 


had volunteered his services. 
Under 


this department, 
the students are 


taught the elements of government, 
special attention being given to analy- 
sis and comparison of the city, coun- 
ty. State and Federal governments. 
During the term 
ending with 
the 


Christmas holidays, mock elections 
were held, and the class was orga- 
nized as city council, State general 
assembly and as the Congress of the 
United States. 


Immediately after Christmas a ser- 


ies of lectures treating of the funda- 
mental principles of economics were 
arranged, and the attention of 
the 


students directed to the important in- 
dustrial, commercial, and agricultural
